PROTESTANT MISSIONS 


The distinguished scholar and author, John 
Erskine, an Episcopalian, wrote an article in 
which he deprecated the work of Protestant 
missions in Latin America and said they should 
be withdrawn. The Catholic Digest printed the 
article and commented that Protestant mission- 
ary activity in Central and South America vio- 
lates our Good Neighbor policy. 

This was too much for the Christian Century, 
influential Protestant journal of Chicago. It 
took the position that the number of South 
Americans indifferent to religion were suffi- 
ciently numerous to keep Protestant mission- 
aries busy for the next one hundred years. Then 
it added: “What if we do proselyte? So does 
the Roman Catholic Church.” : : 

The Catholic Digest in its succeeding issue 
carried an article by John W, White of the staff 
of the New York Herald Tribune, who took the 
position that Protestant missionaries should be 
withdrawn from Central and South America, 
not on religious grounds, but for patriotic and 
political reasons and in the interest of unity. 

It seems pertinent to inquire what becomes of 
the Four Freedoms, if Protestantism is to be 
banished from Central and South America sim- 
ply because the bulk of the population there is 
Latin, and therefore, Roman Catholic. Bolivar 
and other great leaders were ever broadminded. 

The majority of people in North America, ex- 
cept in the city of Quebec, Canada, are Protes- 
tant. Therefore, from this contention have not 
the Protestants and other religions just as much 
right to have missionaries in Latin America as 
Roman Catholics have to have them in North 
America? 

What becomes of Papal pronouncements about 
religious liberty and the dignity of the individual 
when one of the leading Catholic magazines, 
usually careful in its statements, seeks a mo- 
nopoly of religion in such a large part of the 
world as Central and South America, using as a 
pretext that Latin Catholics cannot tolerate a 
Good Neighbor policy conceived and made a 
reality by a Protestant American President un- 
less Protestant missionaries and their missions 
are withdrawn? One cannot bring himself to 
believe that intelligent Catholic laity will accept 
the reasoning of the Catholic Digest on this 
issue.

A LETTER FROM HONDURAS 


Dear Dr. Schroeder: 

So far we have not suffered any real need, A 
few commodities are becoming scarce but we 
are still using all the sugar we want and other- 
wise have no restrictions. When the time comes 
for a reduced seale of living, God will provide 
even as He now does and ever has, My prayer 
is that we may be the means of bringing the 
people here into an abiding faith in Him, for 
trials are never lacking, 


The school work goes on as before with a 
fine enrollment in the primary school under the 
direction of Miss Bertha Scheidt and 30 in the 
Normal School. My one regret in opening the 
Normal was that we lacked sufficient students to 
open the second year course as some of last 
year’s students had withdrawn, So we have Ist, 
3rd and 4th years now with a fine group of girls 
and oue boy who is still too young to enter 
Seminary and is thus receiving some classes in 
the Normal in the morning and working for his 
board in the afternoon, 


Support for our work is less ample since the 
war, hut we trust that that, too, will adjust itself 
in time. I am very grateful to Salem and to you 
for your efforts in my behalf, I am glad that the 
spirit of Lenten sacrifice is still glowing and 
producing results. 


This time next year, D, V. will find me in the 
States. My stay may be shorter than usual as T 
wish to be here for the graduation of the first 
class, They are peculiarly my class as I had 
them from the first and in so many subjects I 
had them as pupils, Then, too, their loyalty and 
enthusiasm has helped to make the school what 
it is with the fine reputation it has. 

Please remember me to all in the Salem family, 
Tell them our work is growing, that the Lord 
has blessed and has given us a new chapel in 
Port and one has been started in Yoro, tell them, 
too, that we need their prayers that all we do 
may be to the honor of our Lord and Saviour 
“whose we are and whom we serve.”

ONE ENDURING COMMUNITY 


The ether waves and the cables carry mes- 
sages in flashes around the world, In terms of 
time and space they bring the werld within the 
compass of a small community. Man's means of 
communication, along with many other crea- 
tions of his scientific genius, are instruments of 
conflict today, They spread lies as well as facts. 

In his thoughtful book Agenda for a Postwar 
World, Professor J. B, Condliffe of the Uni- 
versity of California, writes: 

“The costs of war are real, 
tion is the least of them. The damage done to 
the immaterial nervous mechanisms of social 
cooperation is vastly more significant,” 

When we noted this observation by an econo- 
mist we thought of the “Immaterial nervous 
mechanisms of social cooperation” in the Chris- 
tian Church, and specifically of World-Wide 
Communion Sunday, The Sacrament is a means 
of communication not devised by man but given 
him by God, the Creator of all men. 

On Sunday, October 4, by this miraculous 
means men of many nations, races and tongues

will be drawn together into fundamental com- 


munity “for the healing of the nations,” even in 
the midst of the destruction of war, Participa- 
tion will not be limited to those who have access 
to a radio, Prisoners of war, using crude vessels 
made holy by consecration for the purpose, will 
remember the suffering and redeeming death of 
Him who had not where to lay His head. Groups 
of Christians in Japan and oceupied territory in 
East Asia will be united in mystic fellowship 
with the missionaries, their colleagues who have 
been torn from them. In various countries in 
Europe, Great Britain and America, on battle- 
ships and in army camps, on both sides of the 
lines of conflict will be Christians kneeling de- 
voutly in divine community before the Mercy 
Seat of God. 


THE LARGER LIFE OF PRAYER 


There was once a pious old lady who had a 
strange habit of bowing to the knee whenever 
the devil was mentioned; and if anyone rebuked 
her she always replied: “My dear, politeness 
costs nothing and you never know where you 
may find yourself.” 

We sometimes think of prayer in those terms, 
a way of guarding against the possible anger of 
God, a sort of religious fire-insurance. If that 
is our whole idea of prayer, it is a crude one. Or 
we think of prayer as just a way of getting 
things we want, and that is not very noble 
either; it is like trying to marry God for His 
money. 

Prayer is, above all, a state of being: we 
should have in mind first, not what it does for 
us but what it does to us. The wise men of the 
world tell us not so much that without prayer 
we shall fail to get what we want or get what 
we don't have, but that without prayer we shall 
fail to be what we want to be, shall fail to be 
real men. Only when we have found God will 
our humanity be fulfilled.

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THE BIG MOOSE COMMUNITY CHAPEL 


In the heart of the Adirondacks is a little 
chapel of rare beauty in which it was our privi- 
lege to worship on a Sundoy morning during 
our vacation. Mrs. Schroeder and I were the 
guests of our faithful Salemites Mr, and Mrs. 
William Lauth, 17 Thatcher Road, on this week- 
end and it is to them that we owe this rare ex- 
perience. Our hosts told us nothing about the 
church they planned to visit with us on this trip. 
As we drove from the hotel on Fourth Lake, on 
our way to church, I anticipated a visit to some 
small weather-beaten down-at-the-heel country 
church where a few mountain folk were gathered 
to worship God. Although the benches would 
probably be hard and the music atrocious, I 
would be content for it would be God’s House 
and the worship would redound to His glory. 


However to ovr-heppy surprise we -drew up 
around the bend in the road before a beautiful 
stone chapel, overlooking Big Moose Lake where 
a large congregation was gathered for worship. 
The pulpit was carved from a huge knot of solid 
oak, taken from one of the giants of the forest. 
It reminded me that the message from that 
pulpit was the gospel for the world. The win- 
dows were so transparent that one had the 
illusion of gazing through the open window upon 
the forest and the lake which are God's first 
temple. 

In the rear of the church was a large open 
fire place with andirons and screen wrought by 
hand by one of the wealthy summer residents 
from New York City, who made a hobby of iron 
and copper handcraft. 


The guest preacher of this chapel was our own 
Dean Wearing of the Colgate-Rochester Semi- 
nary. He was spending the summer on Big 
Moose as a guest of this congregation and to the 
large congregations that filled this chapel every 
Sunday he gave a series of heart-searching book- 
sermons that are currently widely read and dis- 
cussed, At the close of the service your pastor 
was requested to come forward and pronounce 
the benediction. It was an experience that we 
shall long remember. We hope that many others 
will find this littlk gem on Big Moose Lake, 
when normal conditions return again to our 
generation, 

On the last page of the printed program was 
printed this admirable statement of the aims and 
ideals of this community church.

A BRAVE BISHOP 


There are many and various “Niemoellers” in 
Germany today—Reformed, Lutheran and Ro- 
manist. From Stockholm news reaches us of a 
remarkable sermon, whose defiant Christian note 
challenged every cardinal Nazi principle, de- 
livered at Berlin’s Hedwig Cathedral by the 
Catholic Bishop of Berlin, Count Konrad von 
Preysing. Count Preysing, one of the prominent 
Church “rebels” against Nazi paganism, was 
preaching on the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the ordination of the Pope as a bishop. 


“We pray day and night,” he said, “for peace 
and a better world, The basis for this better 
world must be justice and love. Many times in 
history has the attempt been made to create 
human right, but it has always ended arbitrarily. 
Justice can only be based on ‘You shall not do 
to others what you do not want others to do to 
you.’ All life is sacred; whether it is the life of 
an unborn child or the life of an old man in- 
capable of work. The attempt made by the 
French Revolution to base justice on ‘common 
sense’ instead of God failed. Justice which is 
based on God recognizes freedom of conscience 
and religious freedom and the right to give re- 
ligious education to children. The right which is 
rooted in God cannot be replaced by a right 
rooted in the State, It is a fatal mistake to be- 
lieve that the State is the highest expression of 
divinity. We will pray for love in the world for 
all, both for friend and foe.” Crowds cheered the 
Bishop on his arrival at the Cathedral, and after 
this sermon. 


THE PROTESTANT CHURCH IN SPAIN 


All Spanish Protestant churches, with the ex- 
ception of those in Madrid and Seville, have 


been closed, according to the International 
Christian Press and Information Service of 
Geneva, 


Crediting its information to a “trustworthy 
source,” the Press Service adds that Bible stocks 
have been burnt and that in the country “the 
prohibition of the Bible was carried to the ex- 
tent of confiscating copies owned by individuals,” 

Enumerating various instances of “persecu- 
tion,” the Geneva Service says: 

“A certain number of pastors have had to 
leave the country to escape persecution; others 
are being persecuted more or less openly, Not 
only the pastors, but also the members of the 
various Spanish Protestant Churches are under- 
going persecution, 

“In the great cities, the situation is bearable, 
thanks to the numerous foreign enterprises 
which sometimes help the Protestants; in the 
country, however, there are peasants who are 
not even able to sell their products because they 
are Protestants; not to speak of laborers and 
office-workers who cannot find work and do not 
receive government assistance if they are known 
to be Protestants. 


“Permission to open a church for Swiss Prot- 
estant services was given fairly quickly. At first 
no reserve was made. A fortnight later, however, 
instructions were given that the sign outside the 
church must be taken away and no mark would 
be tolerated showing that the building was a 
church; no propaganda could be made; only 
members of Swiss nationality were authorized 
to attend services, the authorities stating ex- 
pressly that they reserved the right to examine 
at any moment the passports of those attending 
the church."—The Intelligencer-Leader (U.S.A.), 


A clergyman wrote to a wealthy and influ- 
ential man requesting a subscription to a worthy 
charity, and soon received a curt refusal which 
ended by saying, “As far as I can see, this Chris- 
tian business is just one continuous give, give, 
give.” After a brief interval the clergyman

As I Come to the Communion Service 


In the Exodus story of the Passover celebra- 
tion, which is continued in the Christian Com- 
munion service, observers are told how it should 
be explained to those who ask, “What mean ye 
by this service?” Let me ask myself, “What 
does this Communion service mean to me? How 
shall I prepare my own heart for it, partaking 
worthily of it?" 

At this service I become a member of what 
has been called “The Brethren of the Common 
Table.” It is a Table where no distinctions can 
be made between rich and poor, wise and ignor- 
ant, cultured and uncultured. Here I must lay 
aside all pride, all social and racial arrogance. 
All who share this Table with me are guests of 
the same Lord, None has anything to offer but 
himself and his devotion, All alike are sinners, 
needing the forgiving love of God in Christ. All 
are weak, needing the strength of God in Christ 


and receive food and drink on a common basis 
of need. 

It is a service of sacrificial love and I cannot 
partake of it worthily until I search my heart 
and know that no hate is there, no envy, no 
meanness of spirit, If I find that IT have aught 
against any man which can be corrected, let me 
hasten to make it right and clear it from my 
path, Let me be at peace with all men, so far as 
in me lies, Let me come as a penitent, not as 
perfect; as a suppliant, not as sufficient in my- 
self, Let me come humbly to the throne of grace 
that I may reecive mercy and find grace to help 
in this hour of my need. 

This is a service of fellowship. How wide a 
fellowship it is! It looks backward and brings 
me into fellowship with the long line of believers 
which began at the first simple observance in 
the Upper Room, Did the beloved disciple re- 
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ceive it first? If so, he has handed it on to a 
faithful company—to the early Fathers of the 
Church, to the writers of the Christian literature 
of the ages, to the great poets, to the Reformers 
—Luther and Calvin and Knox—to statesmen 
and rulers who haye gathered about this Table 
all down the centuries, to those who have been 
dear to me in my own life and now walk with 
Him in white. How that line reaches back, bring- 
ing me into fellowship with the past! 


And the fellowship reaches far outward in the 
present. What languages, what colors, what 
practices, what ranges of people are members 
today of this group of guests! This is the most 
widespread religious observance of the world. 
Every great Christian Church, with the barest 
exceptions, treasures this Table as its own, with 
its one Host, Jesus Christ. Here we forget our 
differences, remembering only Him and the wide 
brotherhood into which He brings us. At this 
Table I will be in fellowship with my brethren 
around the world and across all barriers. 


And the fellowship reaches forward. Let me 
rejoice in the assurance that after I and all who 
partake with me at this service have gone on 
into the Presence, others will be coming on as 
guests—those who are little children now, even 
those not yet born but to come in the purpose 
of God, these also shall sit at this Table. There 
have been anxious times in the past, but nothing 
has ended this celebration of the love and 
sacrifice of Christ, and nothing in the present 
or the future will end it. Here I join the on- 
coming hosts of Christ, looking forward to His 
victory and glory, How bravely I ought to walk 
as I enter such a fellowship! Let me lay aside 
every fear, even every anxiety, and catch step 
in full stride with the people of God, past, pres- 
ent and future, renewing my courage and assur- 
ance, 

And that T may be prepared for so great an 
experience, let me find some definite sacrificial 
thing to do for some place or person of need, 
doing it purely because J am a believer, about 
to claim my highest privilege. Let me make a 
costlier gift than usual, undertake some more 
dificult act of service, send a letter that may 
help, make a call that will cheer, tax myself in 
some way to remind myself that | am a follower 
of Christ whose sacrifice and love I am about to 
celebrate, 

But in all my preparation, let me keep my 
Lord in heart and mind, This is a new covenant 


sealed by death. The body is broken; the blood 
is poured out. Here is death for the sake of 
life. Life comes to me, symbolized by the bit of 
bread and the sip of the cup, coming into my 
body as food and drink come for my, nourish- 
ment and refreshments. So into my inner life 
comes this given life of my Lord, bringing assur- 
ance of pardon for sins that have hampered me 
and promise of strength for the trial and tempta- 
tion still to come. In all my thought of the wide 
human fellowship let my mind reach upward 
and outward to Him who is ready to walk beside 
me all the way, I go up to a mountain of privi- 
lege that I may come down again, strengthened 
and refreshed for the journey that lies ahead, 
At the far end of that journey wait my loved 
ones and the crown of faithful service and 
eternal fellowship with Him who is the Host at 
this Table. My covenant, my pledge of loyalty 
is to Him,

WE ARE NOT DIVIDED 
Ephesians 4:3-6 
(World Wide Communion Message by the Pastor) 


This is a momentous day for the Christian 
Church, All over the world Christian believers 
are coming together in their churches to partici- 
pate in the Lord's Supper as one great family, 
By joining humbly and reverently in this sac- 
rament today we are saying to ourselves, to 
each other and to the world that we are one in 
Christ. Today people of every race, nationality 
and color are joining in this great symbolic act 
to express their unity of spirit which transcends 
all human boundaries. By this act we affirm a 
world-wide unity of the Christian Church which 
even the hate and devastation of war cannot 
destroy, Today millions of Christians all over 
the world in New Zealand, in Australia, in China 
and India, in Africa and Europe in North and 
South America are giving by this sacrament 
their solemn testimony: “We are not divided.” 
We are one body of which Christ is Head and 
Lord forever and ever. 

Our theme is taken from the second yerse of 
that familiar hymn “Onward Christian Soldiers,” 
“We are not divided, all one body we, one in 
faith and doctrine, one in charity.” 

That hymn was written for a Sunday School 
rally of several small village churches in the 
heart of rural England. It was intended to ex- 
press the oneness of a little group of Christians 
in a small community. We take those words and 
boldly apply them to the whole Christian Church, 
In spite of our more than 3(X) denominations, in 
spite of our many differences in doctrine and 


forms of worship we nevertheless affirm: In the 
great fundamentals of our Christian faith we are 
one, We are not divided. We are one body in 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Within our generation there has developed all 
over the world a great ecumenical movement, 
which alas has been halted but not crushed by 
the tragedy of war. Great conferences with rep- 
resentations of churches from all over the world 
have been held in Oxford, Edinborough and 
Madras in recent years, A World Council of 
Churches has been formed with more than 75 
great denominations in twenty-eight countries 
in all parts of the world. Last May there was 
held in Westminster Abbey a great service of 
“International Christian Witness” with repre- 
sentatives of churches of seventeen countries 
participating. At this service the following af- 
firmation was made the central act of this im- 
pressive service: 

“As members of the Universal Church, drawn 
from many lands, we join together in West- 
minster Abbey on this third Whit-Sunday of 
the war, for the worship of Almighty God, 
Across the divisions of race and nation, we 
declare our loyalty to the universal fellowship 
of the Christian Church which God has created 
by His Holy Spirit. Across the breaches caused 
by human violence, we affirm our unity with 
all those, wherever they are, who witness to 
the Word of God, and hold fast in face of 
persecution to their Christian confession. Brit- 
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ish and French, Belgian and Swiss, Scandi- 
nayian and Dutch, German and Pole, Greek 
and Slav, with our brethren from the far lands 
of America, Africa and Asia, together we 
stand here as one man in Christ. Together we 
declare that the Lord he is God, and that men 
or nations are guilty of idolatry when they put 
any creature in His place. Together we pro- 
claim that Christ is our Saviour, in whom 
alone is given the way of peace and reconcilia- 
tion between man and man, nation and nation. 

Together we give thanks for all the faithful 

who have fought the good fight and finished 

their course. For life, for death and for the 
life beyond we are one with the whole church 
in heaven and on earth.” 

The Apostle Paul gave us the basis of our 
world wide Christian anity in those memorable 
words—Eph, 4:3-6; “Endeavor to keep the unity 
of the spirit in the bond of peace. There is one 
body and one spirit even as ye are called in the 
one hope of your calling, One Lord, one faith, 
one baptism, one God and Father of us all who 
is above all and through all and in you all.” 


The one great basic eternal bond that unites 
us into a spiritual unity is our faith in the cross 
of Christ. Across the ages rings the testimony 
of our common faith. “There is salvation in 
none other nor is there any other name given 
among men, whereby we may be saved, except 
the name of Jesus Christ our Lord.” 


[n a recent magazine there appeared a deeply 
moving story called “The Crooked Cross.” It is 
the story of a small group of Jewish people 
driven out of their village when the Nazis occu- 
pied Austria. When they reached the Hun- 
garian borders, they were not ailowed to cross. 
As the little group crouched in terror the leader 
of the mob approached the young rabbi who 
had been beaten to his knees and held before 
him a wooden cross that had been torn from 
some pauper's grave and converted into a swas- 
tika by nailing short pieces Of wood on the arms 
of the cross to make it resemble the Nazi sym- 
bol. He was commanded to kiss this grotesque 
symbol of the crooked cross. The rabbi took 
the swastika, this damp wooden converted cross 
as in a dream and with closed eyes he slowly 
broke off the loosely attached strips. By this 
action he turned the swastika into a cross again. 
A few minutes later he was shot down and

If this amount outstanding is not 
collected during the last quarter we shall be 
obliged to borrow money to meet our current 
bills.) 

The most disturbing fact in this financial pic- 
ture is that exactly 300 members have made no 
payment this year on their church pledge. The 
total pledge of these 300 alone amounts to 
$2,984.00 for the year. We cannot believe that 
under present conditions all of these three hun- 
dred members are financially unable to meet 
their obligation. On the contrary we believe 
that at least 95% of these members could pay 
their pledge if they desired to do so, We beg 
to remind these three hundred members that 
their pledge is a debt that they owe to their 
church and to their Lord, The word of God 
warns us, “Will a man rob God?" Our pledge is 
a-eontract with God, Let us not be weighed in 
the balance and found wanting.

The Budget 


Every member of our Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church has the right to ask the question: 


“What annual Budget has our General Synod 
adopted to carry on this denominational pro- 
gram, and why and how was this specific amount 
fixed?” 

Each Board and agency made a careful study 
of the work that it has been doing and feels 
must be done, and of the amount necessary to 
carry it on each year, These separate amounts 
were then submitted to the Committee on Fi- 
nance and Budget of the General Council. Meet- 
ings were held with representatives of the 
Boards, institutions and agencies. Revisions 
were made according to certain principles which 
were adopted; then the report and recommenda- 
tions were submitted to the General Council. 
The General Council, through its Administrative 
Committee, reviewed the several items and pre- 
sented the Budget to the General Synod, meet- 
ing at Cincinnati, Ohio, in June, 1942, 

The unified annual Budget of $1,531,660 is 
approximately the same as the amount of the 
Budget of the Church for 1942. It is the annual 
Budget of the denomination as a whole adopted 
by the General Synod. 


In 1941, we gave 2.7¢ per member per week to 
missions and to the other causes included in the 
Apportionment—less than the cost of a daily 
newspaper. WHAT OF 1943-44?

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YOUR CHURCH AND YOU! 


Salem will need $44,653.00 to meet her obligations for current expenses 
and benevolences in 1943. This represents a very slight increase over 1942 in 
spite of greatly increased expenses in carrying on our church program. Only 
by exercising the strictest economy has the budget been held for next vear at 
practically the same level as in the present year. 

To reach this goal we must have an average of 35 cents per member per 
week. Please keep in mind that about nine cents out of every contribution 
each week is used every week to meet our obligations for the benevolence 
apportionment. 

We must have many increased pledges next year to offset the loss of con- 
tributions from our more than 100 Salemites who will be in the armed service 
next year and who have been exempted from church dues by the Council for 
the duration. Surely we that remain at home are willing to take over their 
share of the church support, while they are offering their lives for their coun- 
try. 

A look at our pledges for this year makes it clear that most of us can and 
should do better. The 2,501 pledges received last year (of which 272 represent 
joint pledges of husband and wife) are divided as follows: 

$1.00 or more 103 40 - 50cents 276 
80 = 90 cents 10 30 - 35cents 355 
55 - 75 cents 91 15 - 25cents 1,019 

5-10cents 641 

Check the group in which you are included and resolve to move up into a 
higher group next year.

Sunday). Every member is requested to attend church on that day and make 
his pledge in the sanctuary and to present it for dedication on the altar.

Divine Worship 
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COSTLY RELIGION 


(Excerpts from Dr. Schroeder's sermon last 
Sunday) 

Let us take a look at the financial picture of 
Salem Church, It requires an average of 35c 
every week from every member to meet the obli- 
gations of our church. Surely this is a very 
modest sum compared with most other churches 
and compared with our average income. 


For thirty-five cents you cannot see a first 
class movie, you cannot buy a meal in a restau- 
rant, you cannot buy a tube of tooth paste, and 
yet 35 cents per week from every member will 
suffice to take care of the needs of our church 
for the coming year. When we analyze our giv- 
ing in Salem Church we wonder how we manage 
to meet our obligations. In 1942 we have more 
than 600 members who give ten cents a week or 
less and more than half of our members give 
twenty-five cents or less for the entire current 
expense and benevolence budget of our church. 
If it were not for a small group of loyal and 
devoted members who generously give more 
than their share because they would not think 
of “offering to the Lord that which costs them 
nothing” we would be in a miserabie plight. 

Please keep in mind I am not belittling the 
ten cent contribution where it represents a real 
sacrifice. But our gift to God is always meas- 
ured by what we spend for ourselves, There is 
something radically wrong with our religion 
where we give ten cents a week to God in his 
church and then go out and spend for a Sunday 
dinner a dollar and a half. There is something 
radically wrong with our religion when we give 
dimes to God and spend dollars every week for 
bowling, cigarettes and other unnecessary luxu- 
ries, How long will we presume to give crumbs 
to God and keep the whole loaf for ourselves? 

Let me further remind you that about nine 
cents out of every ten cent contribution is set 
aside to meet our obligation to the missionary 
and benevolence program of our church. It is 
not conducive to our self-respect to know that 
only one cent a week out of every ten cent con- 
tribution is available to the current expeases of 
this church. That is cheap religion reduced to 
the nth degree. Yet out of the Word of God, 
not the word of man, comes the solemn warning, 
“Shall [ offer unto God of that which doth cost 
me nothing?” 

It is not for God’s sake but for your sake and 
mine that we are challenged to make a real 


sacrifice for religion. David was a better man 
because he would not cheapen his offering. You 
and I grow spiritually as we make sacrifices for 
God and for our fellow man. To the man that 
hoards or wastes his substance God still has but 
one word of infinite pity and contempt, To such 
a one God still says, “Thou fool.” But to him 
that shares his bread with the hungry and to him 
that keeps the fire burning brightly on the altar 
of sacrifice God still says, “Well done—enter 
into the joy of the Lord.” 


Religion is a costly treasure but so is every- 
thing worth having. We are learning today that 
freedom is costly, It costs “blood and sweat and 
tears,” The blood of thousands must flow freely 
in order that our precious heritage may be de- 
fended and preserved, Character is costly, It 
takes will power, self-control, discipline to make 
that kind of character that stands firm in the 
storm of adversity. Homes are costly not only 
in money but in sacrificial and unselfish living. 
The poet has truly said, “It takes a heap of 
living to make a home.” 


Thus it is ever with real religion. It costs not 
only money, it costs discipline, service, love, 
goodwill, sacrifice, But that is the only kind of 
religion worth having. All else is counterfeit. 
It is sheer waste of time and effort. We may as 
well have no religion as to have religion that 
does not work. 

What kind of religion do you have in your 
heart today? Take it out and look at it, Is it 
cheap and shoddy? Is it radiant and glorious? 
That depends on what it costs! It cost God His 
Son, it cost Jesus the cross, it cost Paul stones 
and scourgings and death. What is your religion 
costing you and me today?

“We as a Women’s Guild are to prepare our- 
selves for what is ahead. Pearl Buck has said, 
‘Keep your eyes on where you are going and not 
where you are and you will steer a straight 
course.’ We must find a way—a Christian Way 
of Life. There is only one way, Christ's Way. 
Women must be sacrificial as we have never 


been before. It is a tremendous responsibility 
Christ taught us in so many ways, in the para- 
bles of the Lost Sheep, the Lost Coin, the Prodi- 
gal Son. Why did Jesus tell these things? To 
oe us realize that each one is precious in God's 
sight, 

“We are called on as women to be leaders as 
never before. So many more women than men 
must carry on in rehabilitation, relief. work, 
men’s work, etc. Are We Ready? 

“We can see plainly if we have faith. Let us 
have faith. Faith is a mental perception of what 
is good and having a determination to live it, 
Faith nightly understood is active and not pas- 
sive. To choose faith is to create. 

“Our purpose is to unite all women, develop an 
understanding, deepen spiritual life. It is the 
spiritual insight you have that makes a differ- 
ence. The future of the organization and your 
church depends on each of us.” 

Miss Bernice Buehler, children's worker at 
Philadelphia, Pa, spoke to us on “The United 
Christian Advance,” 

There are three areas in which Christian Edu- 
cation can advance. Church — Home — Com- 
munity. 

The six major goals are: 1. Increase Church 
attendance. 2, Teaching for Christian Disciple- 
ship, 3. More regular Bible reading and prayer. 
4. Living as Christians in the family. 5, Bring- 
ing every person into the fellowship of some 
church, 6 Churches working together for a 
Christian community. 

She gave us these amazing figures as to how 
the money has bden spent in America: Com- 
mercial gambling, five billion dollars; Alcoholic 
purposes, four billion dollars; Tobacco, two and 
a half billion dollars; Cosmetics, five hundred 
million dollars ; Gum, one hundred million dollars ; 
War, fifty billion dollars; Church, five hundred 
nineteen million dollars; Missions, twenty million 
dollars,

Camp Carson is a new camp, much of which 
is still incomplete. It is situated in the heart of 
the Rocky Mountains, in fact Pike’s Peak is 
readily visible in all its glory on a clear day. 
There are mountains on all sides of us, and the 
scenery is a sight that will thrill you every time 
you look at it. Because we are so high in the 
mountains, we are subject to much cold weather 
and weather changes. I arrived here in quite a 
heavy snowstorm, but every day this week the 
sun has shone and warmed us up considerably. 
However, when the sun goes behind the moun- 
tains, the cold comes right along with it, making 
it necessary for us to use all of our woolen 
clothing, 


At Camp Carson they formed us into a hos- 


pital unit which will function as a hospital when 
called to duty in our country or some foreign 
land, Our hospital unit is almost completed now 
so that we can be expecting action of some sort 
in the near future. We have a great bunch of 
boys here, all eager to do their small bit. 

I want to thank you pastor for the prayer book 
which you set to me, It is one of my most cher- 
ished possessions and one which I turn to for 
comfort whenever things seem dark and trying. 
In the three camps I have been, I have found 
that the army has made every possible provision 
to satisfy the soldier's religious needs, They 
build lovely chapels, and the chaplains are some 
of the finest men I have ever had the pleasure 
of meeting and talking to. 

I can never begin to tell you just how much 
it means to me to receive the Salem Ontlook 
each week as I do miss the people at Salem very 
much. I look for it as much as I do letters from 
home, and read it from cover to cover before 
finally deciding to part with it. I've read so 
much about the wonderful work the people of 
Salem have been doing to help us end this war, 
and this soldier boy takes his hat off to them.

Reasons for Asking an Increase in Pledges 


1. More than 100 Salem boys are now in the 
service of their country and many more will be 
called in 1943, All members with the armed 
forces have been exempted from church dues 


by the Church Council, We must have many 
increases to offset this loss of contributions. 
Surely we that remain at home will cheerfully 
assume the obligations of our “boys” who are 
giving their all for their country. 


2. Our expenses in\the maintenance of our 
church have risen with the general rise in the 
cost o fliving, We must have more income to 
provide for this additional cost, 


3. Many incomes have reached an all time 
high. The Word of God requires us to give “as 
God has prospered us.” It is our sacred obliga- 
tion to give a part of our increased income to 
God. The government discourages selfish spend- 
ing but encourages giving to the church, 


4, The government permits income tax deduc- 
tions up to 15% of your total income for church 
contributions. Why not take advantage of this 
allowance? 


5. We believe in progress and we hope to see 
Salem a stronger and greater church in the 
future. Only by increasing our contributions 
can we hope to expand our program of Christian 
service. 

6. A study of our pledges in the past reveals 
that a large number of members have not given 
spiritually, They have been content to remain 
on the level of past performances. They have 
increased their expenditures for their own com- 
fort and pleasure but have neglected to honor 
God with an increase in their support of the 
Kingdom, An hour’s wages per week should 
represent a minimum amount for our church 
pledge for the coming year. 

7. The Word of God emphasizes the tithe (a 
tenth) as the required standard of giving for 
the Lord’s work. Many Christians today are 
consistent and enthusiastic tithers. Every Chris- 
tian should adopt some definite proportion of his 
income as his share of the Lord’s work. We 
give below a suggested schedule of giving taken 
from the bulletin of one of the leading churches 
of Rochester.

Il want you to know that Salem Church has a 
wonderful idea in keeping in touch with its 
members who are in the service. Letters from 
home are greatly appreciated. In fact that is the 
one thing we look forward to besides getting 
this war over and getting back home. Over here 
we have to depend upon letters from home to 
know what is going on back home, About our 
only source of news is the radio and that deals 
mainly with the progress of the war. That's all 
well and good because we are interested in the 
progress of the war naturally. But we have to 
depend upon letters to tell us those relatively 
unimportant but interesting happenings back 
home, 

As I’ve said many times before in other letters 
I didn’t really appreciate what a great country 
we live in till L came over here to Ireland, 
America is a paradise on earth compared to this 
country. In fact, I’m now firmly convinced that 
it is really a paradise. These people don’t know 
anything about the modern conveniences we 
take for granted back home, 

You asked in your letter if it was alright to 
send things such as cookies. It is, but definitely.

SIX RULES FOR MORALE 


Dr. John Sutherland Bonnell, pastor of the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, offered the 
following suggestions for keeping resolute and 
steadfast, in his sermon on October 11: 


1, Carefully observe the rules of health so 
that you may keep mentally and physically alert. 
Keeping well is a patriotic duty in wartime, for 
every sick person is a liability and a drag on the 
national effort. Avoid over-fatigue and emo- 
tional tension. Observe periods of occasional! 
rest. 


2. Engage in constructive work of definite 
assistance to the national effort. It is dangerous 
to one’s mental peace to be an idler, Do not 
give up important peace-time work for the 
glamor of a war job, The work of our social 
agencies must be continued. 


3. Commit yourself and your loved ones to 
God's keeping and trust Him for the outcome. 
Worry in these matters is far more destructive 
than over-work. 


4. Do not listen to or spread unfounded ru- 
mors. One of the most stubborn problems of 
the British authorities has been the occasional 
spread of the spirit of defeatism, which origi- 
hates in one community and spreads throughout 
the nation. That is a service rendered for the 
enemy, 


5. Avoid activities and people that tend to 
produce emotional insecurity and war jitters. 
Avoid over-much listening to the war bulletins 
on the radio or reading them in the newspapers. 
Associate with people who inspire confidence 
and resolution. Refuse to join in destructive 
criticism of national leaders, for this is evidence 
of poor morale, 


6, Set apart at least ten minutes in the day 
for waiting upon God and drawing upon His 
resources of serenity and peace. Base this period 
of retirement and meditation on a Scripture 
passage, such as the 37th or the 40th Psalm.

I am just like many other young men in this 
large Army of ours, just waiting, hoping and 
praying that this war will soon end so we will be 
able to go home to the ones we love and the 
things we enjoy doing most. 


I would appreciate it very much if you would 
say a prayer for my mother and sister on Sun- 
day, November 22, 1942 and maybe you can find

I am now situated near San Antonio, Texas. 
They classify us down here after giving us three 
different kinds of tests. They are a physical 
test, mental test and psycho-motor test. We 
are not allowed to describe these tests so I will 
have to leave you in the dark about them. 

There are two churches in this camp, one for 
the north side of camp and one for the south 
side of camp. I have to go to the north church. 
The church is overflowing each Sunday. The 
services are inspiring and the chaplain is a very 
nice fellow. His sermons are meant for young 
fellows of my age. 


I received the Outlook today and not an article 
was missed, It is swell to know what is going 
on in your own church back home. 

I expect to be in this camp until the middle 
of next month, but then one never knows when 
he is going to be moved on to another base,

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DELIVERANCE 


(Sermon by Dr. Schroeder on the first Sunday 
in Advent) 


It is hardly necessary to labor the point today 
that the world desperately needs deliverance. 
Halt of the world is in political bondage. Three- 
quarters of the world is in economic bondage, 
and all of the world is in spiritual bondage, the 
bondage of sin, misery and death, 


Nothing so terribly demonstrates our utter 
moral and spiritual bankruptcy than the war 
which now engulfs the five continents. With all 
of our progress in science, in education, in 
government, in social theory, we have not been 
able to avert a world war that threatens to 
destroy us. If we are saved again from this 
disaster, we shall be saved by “the skin of our 
teeth” and by the grace of God. 

We hail Jesus in this hour of crisis Lecause 
He brings us deliverance from despair. The 
disillusionment, of this present hour is almost 
complete, Those of us that can remember the 
first world war can never forget the high hopes 
that were born out of that tragic conflict. This 
was to be a war to end all war. We gave our 
all to save the world for democracy forever. 
We were so sure that the day of universal peace 
had come that we scrapped our battleships and 
reduced our armies to the vanishing point. Our 
crowning gesture of our faith in universal peace 
was the Kellogg Pact, by which 53 nations sol- 
emnly pledged upon their honor to outlaw war 
foreyer and never again resort to arms to settle 
international disputes. After less than 25 years 
since that first armistice day we find ourselves 
again engaged in a more terrible war that liter- 
ally encircles the world and engulfs all humanity 
in the vortex of destruction. 


The blackout of human wisdom and human 
pride is complete. But in the darkness still 
shines a star, the star of Bethlehem, Because 
of Him who was born in Bethlehem, we still 
believe in the coming of a better world, we still 
believe that the pillar of cloud by day and the 
pillar of fire by night is leading us onward to 
the Promised Land. 


We rejoice today because Jesus brings deliv- 
erance from fear. Deliverance is not only a 
future goal it is a present experience. The King- 
dom of God is not only the hope and the goal of 
history, Jesus said :“The Kingdom of God is 
within you!" Follow Jesus as He moves among 
men and again and again you hear Him say: 
“Be not afraid.” In the storm of the sea of 
Galilee the disciples cry in terror, “Lord save us 
or we perish.” 

But Jesus chides them: 
ful?” 

In that awful night before the cross of Gol- 
gatha, the disciples cower in fear and trembling, 
but Jesus soothes their troubled spirits by His 
word: “Be of good cheer, believe in God, be- 
lieve also in me.” 

Are you defeated today, sick in body and soul? 
There is deliverance for you in Jesus Christ. 
Are you eating out your heart, because your 
loved one is far away in the ‘defense of his 
country? Be of good cheer. Your loved one is 
in His care, who said: “I will not leave you nor 
forsake you.” He that has found Christ has

found deliverance from fear, For we are more 
than congerors thfrough Him that loved us, 

Lift up your hearts, ye children of God, be- 
cause Jesus delivers us trom sin. | want to sub- 
stitute another word for sin this morning to 
make our meaning clear. He delhvers us from 
selfishness because selfishnes is the root of all 
evil, Our deliverance from selfishness is‘an act 
of grace. Jesus speaks of it as being “born 
again,” This rebirth is a miracle greater than 
the miracle of the loaves and fishes, It is the 
supreme miracle of grace and real today as when 
Jesus walked in Galilee, Paul expressed it in 
this way. If any man be in Christ he is a new 
creature, old things are passed Bd behold all 
things are become new (2 Cor. 5:17). 

This is the miracle of Christmas. This is the 
message of deliverance, A new spirit is released 
in the world, the spirit of goodwill, the spirit 
of service, the spirit of sacrifice, the spirit of 
self-giving in utter deyotion to the cause of 
Jesus Christ and the service of the least of these 
His brethren,

EXCERPTS OF DR. SCHROEDER’S 
SERMON ON DECEMBER 6, 1942 

The Goals of the Kingdom II Justice—"Let 
judgment rain down like waters and righteous- 
ness as a mighty stream.” Amos 5:24. 

The concept of justice as a category in the 
character and essence of deity is the unique 
contribution of the Judaic Christian tradition of 
divine revelation, Other religions have never 
approached this profound insight into the char- 
acter of the Almighty. The Greeks with their 
amazing genius for philosophical and metaphysi- 
cal speculation never attributed more than arbi- 
trary capriciousness to the behavior of their 
Gods. Indeed there crept into their popular 
belief that their Gods were easily set to jealousy 
by the happiness of mortals on earth and their 
religion was used as an instrument by which 
through sacrifice and offerings the displeasure 
of the Gods could be appeased, The ancient 
Hindu religion together with later Mohammed- 
ism reduced God to inscrutable and inescapable 
fatalism. Whatever happened to man was his 
Karma, his fate. 

As long as man confined his thinking of God 
in terms of nature he was compelled by the 
logic of his data, to accept a kind of fatalistic 
attitude to the universe, Why some suffer and 


others escape remains forever a mystery, Suffer- 
ing and disaster seems to be utterly unrelated 
to moral goodness and moral evil, 

Jesus said long ago, “He maketh his sun to 
rise on the evil and the good, and sendeth rain 
on the just and unjust.” Jesus’ answer to the 
riddle of nature is that the child of God must 
accept the unpredictable phenomenon of life as 
the Will of God and to transcend our suffering 
by an act of faith and thus turn defeat into 
glorious victory. 

But in the realm of human relations we can- 
not escape the demand for justice in a world of 
injustice and deliberate evil. In this eternal 
struggle for justice the Christian believes that 
he can count on the spiritual resources of the 
Almighty because he believes that God is cter- 
nally and unchangeably just. 

This confidence in the justice of God runs like 
a volden cord through the Old and New Testa- 
ments. At the dawn of history we see the heroic 
figure of Abraham pleading with the angel of 
the Lord, who had announced his purpose to 
destroy the wicked cities of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah. Hear his earnest plea, “Wilt thou destroy 
the righteous with the wicked? Shall not the 
judge of all the earth do right?” And the Lord 
said, “If [ find in the city fifty righteous people 
J will spare the city for their sake.” 

When we come to the time of the great proph- 
ets of Israel the theme to which each inspired 
spokesman of Jehovah returns again and again 
is the fundamental demand for justice in the 
name of a just and holy God. Micah thunders 
to his people, “Hear, O Israel, what doth the 
Lord require of thee but to seek justice, to love 
mercy and to walk humbly with thy God.” The 
prophet Amos is preeminently the prophet of 
justice. His age was so much like our own, A 
great show of religion but no real religion, 
Never were the temples more crowded, never 
was the temple worship more magnificent and 
glorious, but side by side with this outward 
pomp and ceremony there flourished in the very 
shadow of the temple the most cruel form of 
oppression and exploitation of the poor, He 
pours out the wrath of God upon their heads 
as he reproaches them for selling the righteous 
for silver and the poor for a pair of shoes. 


It is to bring justice that Jesus came in the 
fullness of time to dwell among men. It is a sad 
commentary of the Christian church in our gen- 
eration that we have preached a great deal about 
love and goodwill but we have forgotten justice. 
We are suffering bitterly in blood and sweat 
and tears because we have forgotten that Chris- 
tianity demands justice as much as it enjoins 
love and compassion for all men, If America 
and Great Britain had been just in their dealing 
with Japan in the last fifty years we would not 
be at war with Japan today; if we had been just 
with the German people after the last war, we 
never would have heard of Hitler and we would 
not now be at war. Now that war has come we 
have no choice and we must do our utmost to 
bring this awful conflict to a speedy and victori- 
ous conclusion, But if this war does not bring a 
greater measure of justice to all people of the 
world, our boys will again have sacrificed their 
lives in vain. “Let justice roll down like waters 
and righteousness as a mighty stream.” 
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Salem again will join the fellowship of Christians all over the world in welcoming 
the Babe of Bethlehem, 

Will you not join your fellow members in these special Christmas services as we ; 
gather in spirit with the shepherds and the wise men to worship at the manger of the C4

EXCERPTS FROM DR. SCHROEDER’S 
SERMON OF DECEMBER 13, 1942 


To me one of the most heartening reactions 
of our young men with the armed forces to the 
crisis of the present hour is the.almost universal 
acknowledgment of faith in God as the sustain- 
ing power of their lives, I have been amazed at 
the voluntary testimony of these young men 
regarding their appreciation and use of their 
prayer books which have been presented to them 
by their church. 


Their testimony is but another link in the long 
chain of evidence to the unique transforming 
power of the Living Word. 

What is the secret of the Bible’s power? We 
cannot enumerate all of the qualities of that 
book that give it a timeless, universal appeal to 
the human heart. But not the least among its 
many unique qualities is the spirit of goodwill 
that shines from the pages of that book. From 
Genesis to Revelation it brings to us in many 
ways and through many voices the message of 
the angel song: “Glory to God in the highest, 
peace on earth, goodwill to men.” In more than 
1,000 languages this book carries the message 
of God's goodwill to the most remote, neglected 
and forgotten people of the earth, In the thou- 
sands of prison camps throughout the world this 
book alone has undisputed passage and free 
circulation, It constitutes the companion of mil- 
lions of soldiers far away from home in training 
camps or on the battle fronts and gives them 
hope and courage. We cherish this Book of 
Books because it brings to a suffering world 
the message of goodwill for all mankind. 

Goodwill is also the message of the Advent 
season. Jesus has released a new spirit in the 
world which is symbolized in the Babe of Beth- 
lehem, Because of a little baby brokesx homes 
have been restored to harmony and_ beauty. 
Many a proud bitter heart has been melted by a 
baby’s smile. The cry of a hungry babe has 
opened up the purse strings and softened the 
hearts of selfish creatures and inspired the most 
generous acts of kindness and goodwill. 

This is the significance of Jesus in a world at 
war. He brings peace to men of goodwill. If it 
appears inevitable that in a sinful world such as 
ours it is necessary to use force and even vio- 
lence to resist aggression and to preserve our 
liberties it is also true that force alone can never 
bring a just and durable peace. Back of the 
force that restrains the evil-doer must be the 
spirit, of goodwill, back of the discipline that 
brings suffering and pain must be the spirit of 
redemptive and sacrificial love. 

Recently I read the story of the great French 
physician, Pinel, who was placed in charge of 
the notorious Bicetre ‘ ‘prison” for the mentally 
ill in Paris about 150 years ago. He began his 
work by striking off the chains from 53 patients 
of his institution. These unfortunate victims of 
various degrees of insanity had been loaded 
down with chains, shackled to floors and walls 
with irons, at the mercy of brutal attendants 
armed with whips which were freely used. When 
the shackles were taken off, the inmate who 
was considered the most dangerous, became 
Pinel’s most trusted servant. In a far greater 
degree Jesus has struck off the shackles of hate 
that have ensnared mankind in a vicious cycle. 
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Force alone has never made a convert, or won 
a friend, It is our solemn privilege as followers 
of Jesus to hold fast to the spirit of goodwill 
which alone can unite the nations in the bonds of 
peace and brotherhood. 

Let us affirm in this dark hour, even at the 
risk of being misunderstood, “As Christians we 
cannot surrender to the spirit of hate.” The flames 
of hatred are being deliberately fanned to in- 
tensify the war effort at home and abroad, Let 
me repeat: “The Christian cannot hate.’ ‘He can 
and he must resist the enemy that threatens to 
destroy his liberty and his way of life. He ac- 
cepts his responsibility for his country and for 
the preservation of freedom, but he undertakes 
this task, knowing it to be a stop-gap for some- 
thing better that shall follow when the last 
bomb has been dropped and the last soldier has 
fallen at his post of duty. 

God forbid that the church should ever forget 
her divine mission “To publish the gospel of 
peace and bring glad tidings of good things.” 
It is well to remember that incident reported in 
the last war. A certain chaplain was encour- 
aging his men to be brave under fire, “Remem- 


ber” he said, “you are building a better world.” 
“You're wrong, padre;” answered a_ soldier, 
“building a better world is. your job, We are 


just destroying the old one. 

In that excellent little devotional booklet, “The 
Upper Room” I read a little paragraph that ex- 
presses exactly what goodwill means to a suffer- 
ing world, In the jungles of East Africa a group 
of natvies travelled a long way that passed by 
a governmental hospital to arrive at a missionary 
hospital many miles farther away. When they 
were asked why they did not stop at the govern- 
ment hospital because the medicine was just 
the same, they answered “The medicine may be 
the same, but the hands are different.” That is 
eloquent testimony to the spirit, of goodwill, 
The hands and the hearts of Christian people 


are different because they have seen the star 
and have heard the angels sing.

EXCERPTS FROM DR, SCHROEDER’S 
4th ADVENT SUNDAY SERMON 


There is something deeply pathetic and at the 
same time supremely glorious in man's eternal 
dream of peace. It is all the more amazing that 
through the centuries, although man = always 
dreamed of peace, he so seldom achieved it, 


Many centuries before Christ men looked for- 
ward with eager hearts to the coming of the 
day when “the lion would lie down with the 
lamb, when men would beat their swords into 
plowshares and their spears into pruning hooks, 
when nation would not lift up sword against 
nation neither would they learn war any more.” 


But nineteen centuries have passed since the 
shepherds heard that angelic song and still the 
world has not found the promised peace of which 
it dreamed through the ages. 


Today that very name “Prince of Peace” seems 
to mock us with the utter futility of our hopes 
and dreams, How can Jesus be the Prince of 
Peace when those who profess his name are 


waging the most destructive and devastating 
war in all history? 


Yet this hope that burns so brightly in the 
human heart will not die. We still believe that 
the dream will come true. Some day shall come 
that blessed moment when the lion shall lie 
down beside the lamb and man shall not learn 
war any more, 


How shall peace come? It comes from God 
but it comes through men, That is the great 
meaning of the incarnation, That is why Jesus 
was born! To bring peace, yes, but not by 
magic or divine decree, but by the spirit of God 
dwelling in the hearts of men. As God was in 
Christ, so in some small measure God also can 
dwell in you and in me, and in all that open 
their hearts to Him, When men of peace bind 
themselves together to keep the peace among 
themselves and others, then peace will become 
a reality in the world. We have made the 
fatal mistake of believing that we can have peace 
by just talking about it and by sinking our bat- 
tleships and disbanding our armies. We have 
learned by bitter experience that peace does not 
come that way. Peace must be achieved by men 
of good will who will band themselves together 
to protect and to preserve the peace against all 
enemies that threaten to destroy it. Peace must 
be preserved by police power exercised quickly 
and decisively against any international gang- 
ster that dares to disturb the peace. 


But let us not forget that peace is possible 
only when we fulfill the conditions of justice and 
goodwill, We cannot hope for peace as long as 
any people do not enjoy liberty, equality and 
justice for the humblest of its citizens. If we 
really want peace we must pay the price.. We 
must give up our special privileges at, home and 
abroad. We must get rid once and for all of 
race prejudice. We must treat the Negroes, the 
Chinese, and the Indians as equals without any 
reservation whatsoever. We must grant, to every 
people the right to choose their own way of life 
and protect them in the exercise of that funda- 
mental right, 


On this approaching Christmas Day we again 
hail the Babe of Bethlehem as the Prince of 
Peace. Even now in the midst of war He warms 
our sympathies, He stirs our imagination, He 
enlarges our goodwill, He bids us follow Him 
into a deeper fellowship with all mankind. He 
points the way, the only way to everlasting 
peace, 


On one of the highest mountains of the Andes 
stands a majestic bronze figure of the Christ 
with hands upraised in blessing, At the base of 
this statue there is inscribed this pledge: 


“Sooner shall these mountains crumble 
rather than that Chileans and Argentinians 
shall brgak the peace which they have 
pledged at the feet of the Redeemer.” 


That statue is the symbol of the hope of the 
world in the coming of the day when the angels 
will sing again “Glory to God in the highest, 
peace on earth, goodwill to men, For unto us a 
child is born, unto us a Son is given and His 
name shall be called ‘The Prince of Peace.’ ”

Dear Doctor Schroeder ;

I regret that I was unable to write you sooner 
but I have been very busy the past few weeks 
and just didn’t have time to acknowledge the 
remembrance. I am now at a new base and as 
things now stand, I know that [ shall never be 
a part of a military air crew. It certainly took 
me long enough to find out about this, but at 
last the final word has been given, 

I was stationed at Nashville for only a little 
better than a month and left that base last 
Wednesday. I had a typical soldier’s trip down 
to Biloxi and arrived in this town Christmas 
Eve. By the time I was assigned at Keesler it 
was twelve o'clock and Christmas Eve was over. 

I've been riding these trains so much Jately, I 
can almost tell what road I’m on by the click of 
the car wheels, I’d rather be able to tell them 
in this manner though, rather than by the fecl 
of the ties. 

This is the best army base I have been at 
since I have been in the army, from the stand- 
point of development, Living in barracks with 
showers and good heating systems is almost like

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PASTORS 
FOR THE YEAR 1942 


‘The past year has been a totally different year 
from any that have preceded in the seventy 
years of our church's history. There have been 
other years in which our nation was engaged in 
war. But this war is different, This is total war. 
For the first time in our history we are called 
upon to place all our resources at the disposal 
of the government and to adjust our personal 
life to the demands of the war economy, 

That this situation has affected all churches 
and particularly the downtown churches is obvi- 
ous, In reviewing our work this background of 
total war must always be kept in mind. 

{. Worshi 

Our attendance has held up well in spite of gas 

and tire rationing and the Jonge hours required 


of defense workers, Our total church attendance 
at all services was 35,378 which includes 4,305 in 
the mid-week Lenten services and 2,673 in other 
special services, Our total is 4,602 less than last 
year which is also accounted for in part by the 
fact that we held less services than in the previ- 
ous year, 

Our German worship is steadily dwindling, 
owing to the fact that our older members are 
being called to the higher life and there is no 
immigration to fill the ranks. The time may 
come when the congregation must face this 
problem and make some decision in line with 
the changing situation, 

The change of our starting time which went 
into effect will doubtless prove a favorable 
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factor in maintaining attendance under the pres- 
ent difficult condiitons, 

Our choir under the direction of Prof. H. Gen- 
hart and our organist Mrs. George Humby have 
given faithful and excellent services during the 
past year. We are happy to have Mrs, Ralph 
Schauman as our new director of the Junior 
Choir which we hope to see and hear more often 
in 1943. 

We held 12 communion services with a total 
attendance of 4,186 communicants. Our denomi- 
nation requires that every member receive com- 
munion at least once each vear to remain in 
good standing. We regret that some of our 
members absent themselves without excuse from 
the Lord's table. 

During these troublous times we believe many 
members must feel the need for priyate deyo- 
tions and we urge them to read the Bible faith- 
fully at home and to use the devotional booklets 
that may be secured through our church office. 


Il. Evangelism 

The church must ever be mindful of ber sacred 
obligation “to preach the gospel to every 
creature.” Salem has again contributed $2,300.00 
for the support of her three missionaries, Miss 
Anna Bechtold, Honduras, and Dr, and Mrs. 
Harold Freund, Central Province, India. We 
are anticipating with great pleasure the ap- 
proaching yisit of Dr. Harold Freund in connec- 
tion with our World Friendship Week program 
January 24th-27th. 

Salem has also paid her apportionment of 
$7,120.00 in full for the Kingdom Service pro- 
gram of the Evangelical and Reformed Church. 
We refer you to the report of the Treasurer of 
Benevolences for a full report of our contribu- 
tions for the advance of the Kingdom here at 
home and in all parts of the world. 

It is also our task to reach the unchurched at 
home with the gospel of Christ. We received 59 
new adult members during the past year and 40 
boys and girls were admitted to membership by 
confirmation. If our church shall grow in num- 
bers and influence here at home every member 
must ever be a missionary to the unchurched in 
our community,

1V. Administration 

The Church Council deserves our sincere com- 
mendation for its faithful and efficient adminis- 
tration of our church affairs, With few excep- 
tions the members have performed their duties 
with enthusiasm and devotion, 

It became necessary because of advanced age 
and failing health for Mr. Kilian Schaeffer, our 
Church Secretary for 38 years to retire from his 
office at the end of the year. May the Lord, 
whom he served, grant him many days of rest 
and relaxation in the sunset of his life, On 
January 5, 1942 Miss Alice Jerger joined our 
staff and in this brief time she has endeared 
herself to the congregation by ber cheerful and 
efficient services. Miss Helen Schraub has been 
given charge of the bookkeeping of our pledge 
system and she is fulfilling her task of keeping 
more than 2,500 accounts with conscientious 
fidelity, 

We are pleased to report that Salem at long 
last has made a beginning of the liquidation of 
the church debt. Through voluntary offerings we 
have been able to apply $2,500.00 on our mort- 
wage thus saving $100.00 per year interest from 
now on, 

This year four envelopes for the debt fund 
have been placed in each set by order of the 
Church Council and we hope that the debt 
liquidation fund will grow even more rapidly in 
1943. If we attack this burden with enthusiasm 
and deternination we can wipe out this debt 
without any high pressure campaign. 

During the past year we have acquired the 
lot and gas station adjoining our church at 
Cumberland and Franklin Streets. We lave 
bought this property to protect ourselves fron 
undesirable neighbors but we have no immedi- 
ate plans for its use. Any suggestions will be 
welcomed by the Board of Trustees.

V. Religious Education 


We are having serious difliculty in_ maintain- 
ing attendance at our church school during war 
time. The transportation problem and the tre- 
mendous strain on our workers in defense in- 
dustries provide real obstacles to regular at- 
tendance, 


The Chureh Council has set up a special com- 
mittee to study the plan of a unified worship and 
church school service which is expected to re- 
port its findings some time during this year. 


The Board of Education has met regularly and 
our church school staff has on the whole been 
very faithful in the performance of its task. 


VI. Christian Service 

The Board of Deaconesses has been a real 
asset to our church organization, not only in 
maintaining contact with the more than 1,200 
families in our parish but also in keeping in 
close touch with the members of the armed 
forces. The Board has also enlisted the help of 
a goodly number of “Pen Pals” who serve as 
correspondents for each of our members in the 
service, How much their work is appreciated by 
our boys can be gathered from the comment of 
a/e Paul J. Cooper, in a recent letter to the 
pastor: “During the past two years that | have 
been in service, [ have yet to see another church, 
that has been so thoughtful of her men.” 


On January 3rd we dedicated the honor roll 
plaque containing the names of every Salemite 
in the U. S, Armed forces, and these have heen 
placed in the main vestibule of our church, We 
are deeply indebted to Mr. Fred O. E. Raab, prin- 
cipal of the Paul Revere Junior Trade School, 
for donating these beautiful plaques to our 
church, 


The Board of Deaconesses has. recently ac- 
cepted responsibility for distributing the altar 
flowers to the sick and shut in, 


We sincerely thank the Ruth Class and Miss 
Mildred Griepp for their past services. Miss 
Griepp will continue to assist the Board of 
Deaconesses,

tion a hearty word of thanks and encourage 
them “not to be weary in well-doing for in so 
doing we shall reap if we faint not,”

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THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PASTORS 
FOR THE YEAR 1942 


(Continued from last week) 


Vil. The Pastoral Ministry 


Your pastors have endeavored to the best of 
their ability to fulfill their duty of pastoral care 
and nurture of our large congregation. Together 
we have made 1,640 pastoral and sick visitation 
calls and given the Lord’s supper to 86 members 
in homes and hospitals. We have counselled 
with hundreds of members and non-members 
who have sought counsel and guidance in our 
church study, We have baptized 70 children and 
adults, united in holy matrimony 38 couples and 
officiated at the funeral services of 86 persons. 
We have represented our church in the Federa- 
tion of Churches in our denominational program 
and in the religious and civic projects of our 
community, The Lord has given us health and 
strength to carry on to the measure of our pos- 
sibilities. We appreciate the kindness and con- 
sideration with which you have borne with our 
shortcomings and limitations. 


VIII. Recommendations 


In the uncertainty of our present world situa- 
lion it is impossible to plan a long range pro- 
gram. Our duty appears to be at the moment to 
carry on as faithfully as we can our task of wit- 
nessing to the saving power of Jesus Christ for 
the individual and for the nations. 


We consider it desirable however to bring 
certain recommendations to the congregation in 
this meeting. 


1. An earnest effort should be made to quicken 
the loyalty and interest of our inactive members. 
We therefore recommend with the approval of 
the Church Council that a special committee be 
appointed by the President to conduct a con- 
tinuous program of follow-up visitation of such 
members and to report its progress at each meet- 
ing of the Church Council. 

2. There is need of more systematic place- 
ment of memorial flowers on the church altar. 
Upon the suggestion of the Board of Deacon- 
esses and with the approval of the Church Coun- 
cil we recommend that our members shall be en- 
couraged to reserye Sundays in the church office 
si which date they wish to place flowers on the 
altar, 

3. We recommend that we accept a goal of 
70 new adult members in 1943 in commemoration 
of our 70th anniversary, 

4. We recommend that a Confirmation Re- 
union be held this year as a feature of our 70th 
anniversary program, 

5. We recommend that a 70th anniversary 
offering be received to take care of necessary 
expenses and to provide funds for the payment 
of the newly acquired property adjoining the 
church, 

6, We recommend that the Ventilating Fund 
be closed and that the full amount of this fund 
be set up as a Sinking Fund for Emergencies. 

7. We recommend that a special committee 
be appointed by the President to study the facts 
in reference to the gasoline station and parking 
lot on the corner of Clinton and Cumberland 
and that the Church Council shall be empowered 


to receive and to act upon the recommendations 
of this committee. 

To Mr, William H. Zimmer, our retiring presi- 
dent, who filled his important office with distinc- 
tion and honor not only to himself, but to his 
church, we express our heartfelt appreciation 
for his many courtesies and for his strong lead- 
ership in a dificult year. To all other members 
of the Church Council and all workers in our 
organizations we say a simple and hearty ‘Thank 
You.” We close this report with the fervent 
prayer: 

“May the fayor of the Lord be upon us 
and prosper thou the work of our hands 
upon us, yea, the work of our hands, prosper 
thou it.”

I receiyed the letter and Christmas gift this 
morning and although it was late due to our 
many travels in the past few months, it was very 
much appreciated. 

From Camp Forrest, Tenn,, which is the last 
address you had of where I was stationed we 
were sent to Camp A, P, Hill, Va. where we 
stayed for about three months and where we 
received our last stages of training. From there 
we were sent to Fort Dix, N. J. and after a stay 
of two weeks we were not allowed to write 
pending our trip to the port of embarkation. 
We left Fort Dix on the 11th of December and 
took a train and short boat trip to New Jersey 
where we boarded the ocean liner bound tor our 
present station—North Africa. 

We were all aboard by-1 o'clock. in the morn- 
ing of the 12th and started for sea at 10 A. M. 
We had a very smooth sailing with the excep- 
tion of a little sea-sickness here and there for 
12 days. We had our Christmas meal on the 
boat the night-of the-23rd-and sighted land, the 
next morning. 

The first thought to come to my mind when 
we came into the harbor was that of the pictures 
of the Holy City which I had seen many times 
when in the children’s classes many years past, 
and I dare say I was not the only fellow on that 
boat or in that convoy who thanked the Good 
Lord for bringing him safely to their destination, 

We left the boat about 7 P, M, Christmas Eve 
and marched to our present bivouac area and put 
up our tents to get a good night's rest for a 
change; for everyone was, or at least seemed 
very tired, perhaps from the mental strain of 
the voyage and possibility of attack all the time, 
that no one really got a good night’s rest in all 
of those 12 days, for there was very little physi- 
cal labor to make the men as tired as they 
seemed to be that night. 

After being in this country for almost three 
weeks, we have made friends with the civilian 
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population and also a yreat number of soldiers 
from one of our allied countries. ; 

May I say that I appreciate the interest you 
have shown in me. I have received the Outlook 
every week and it really helps to get my mind 
off the Army for a few moments. 

May I now extend my belated seasons greet- 
ings to you and all my friends at Salem.

REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1942 
Anna D. Bechtold 
INSTITUTO NORMAL EVANGELICO 

As our school year does not coincide with the 
calendar year, this report for 1942 must include 
the results of the final examinations held in the 
month of February. Of the 27 students enrolled, 
24 were examined in 293 subjects. Six failed in 
§ subjects, making a percentage of only 2.73% 
of failures, or 97.27% passing, 8.53% made 5, the 
highest grade obtainable, 45.39% made 4, or 
“very good,” and 43.35% made “good” or passing 
grade. We were surely proud of our school 
record upon the completion of our third year of 
the Normal School, 

By June Ist our enrollment was complete with 
30 students assigned to first, third and fourth 
year work—of necessity omitting the second 
year because of lack of sufficient number of stu- 
dents to enroll, One of the 30 is a young boy, 
not yet old enough to enter the Semiary, and 
therefore taking some preparatory work here, 
The enrollment is distributed as follows; First 
Year, 12; Third Year, 7; and Fourth Year, 11. 
24 teachers, including the principal and the secre- 
tary, teach the 43 subjects carried by the stu- 
dents in the three years, One can readily see 
the need of so many teachers with as many as 
fourteen or fifteen subjects (including two extra- 
curriculum classes of Bible) for each year, espe- 
cially when many of the professors teach but 
one class. Of these 9 are men and 15 women, 
practically all nationals. My teaching work con- 
sists of 12 hours weekly,—3 hours of psychology, 
2 of school hygiene, 3 of English and 4 of Bible 
in three different classes; Old Testament from 
Leviticus to Kings, Kings and Prophets, and 
major themes. In the latter we have studied this 
year Sin and Satan, Salvation, the Christian 
Life, and will conclude the course with the 
Future Life. 

Due to the heavy schedules, prescribed by the 
government, that the girls carry, there is little 
time for any outside activities—a condition 
which IT very much regret. Athletics is neglected, 
but with three gymnasium classes a week, the 
girls get some much needed exercise, Literary 
programs are encouraged in the weekly as- 
sembly hour and the daily devotions, led by the 
students in turn, give them practice in leader- 
ship. To foster the social life two parties were 
held this year, one a reception for teachers, stu- 
dents and parents which proved a very happy 
affair; the other a very informal affair for the 
ladies of the faculty with some of the fourth 
year girls serving.

INSTITUTO NORMAL EVANGELICO 


(Continued from last week). 


Indirectly the spiritual life of teachers and 
students has been fostered by Gospel literature 
made available to them in the entrance hall. It 
is eagerly sought after, My only regret is that 
more variety was not available due to the present 
situation, Of our students 60% are Evangelical, 
with half of that number members of the church, 
But ten teachers are evangelical, this number 
including three missionaries. 

This year we have had six scholarship girls, 
all members of the church. Nine of our out-of- 
town girls are housed in Bethel Dormitory with 
me. At this writing the students are busy re- 
hearsing for a Christmas program and play to be 
viven in Menzel Memorial as a Red Cross Bene- 
ft. They are enthusiastically selling tickets in 
order to make it a financial as well as a dramatic 
success. We are praying, too, that it may be of 
spiritual blessing to those attending as the play 
has a fine evangelistic message. 

Besides the school work I have continued with 
my work as teacher of the older girls’ class, 
numbering 17, in the San Pedro Sunday School, 
as organist there and in the Tuesday evening 
prayer meetings where it has been my privilege 
to lead the women’s group in prayer, and have 
made visits in the homes wherever time has 
permitted—all this that the Gospel might be 
furthered in Honduras and young lives be pre- 
pared to carry on the work of teaching and 
evangelizing long after the Lord has called me 
Home. May it all be to His honor and ylory! 

As we stand at the portals of another year | 
would say with Miss Havergal:

OUR SOLDIER MAIL BAG 

I received your letter and nothing is more 
pleasing than news from Salem. I've been back 
on the mainland only a short while and I’m not 
quite used to seeing lights at night or people 
who wear shoes. But, at least, I know that it's 
going to be a lot easier to get home once in a 
while. 

I haven't seen Rochester since 1941 and shortly 
after December 7, 1941 my outfit shipped over 
seas, We arrived in plenty of time to get into 
the Battle of Midway and [ guess we didn’t do 
too badly. We did have a little brush with some 
Jap Commandos—just enough to keep in trim, 

The island we were on was 65% Japanese so 
quite often it was touch and go until the dis- 
loyal had been rounded up, There have been 
many times when I wondered if I'd be able to 
get back to see home and Salem again. Crossing 
the Pacific in the early days of the war was 
quite exciting, especially the morning the de- 
stroyers started racing like mad and dropping 
depth charges while a chaplain gave everyone 
on the ship the last rites of the Catholic Church. 

For a long time our church altar was the trail 
of a 155 mm, Howitzer. No one could see any 
irony in the situation as all of us well realize the 
church is fighting this war with everyone else, 

Christmas Day was a day of mixed feelings. 
We were out of Honolulu four days and right

Well, pastor don’t take any wooden nickels in 
the collection and I must close now, as I've some 
head lashing to do with the mosquitoes here in 
order to get some of my blood back,

Thanking all of you for the remembrance 
cards which were sent to me, I am at the Naval 
Training School in Stillwater, Oklahoma at the 
A. & M. College. We have been drilling without 
coats or hats but now we have two inches of 
snow, As fast as the weather changes, so does 
the Navy, This life is certainly different from a 
normal civilian life. Everything is done as on 
schedule, You think, talk, eat, sleep and take 
shots in the arm all Navy way.

Some words are deck, port, ladder, mess, 
pageybait and scuttlebutt; now | will ask you 
what's new in “podunk? Anyone who doesn't 
talk Navy here is considered a foreigner,

until nine at night, We have liberty or leave 
every weekend from 12 noon Saturday until 9:30 
Sunday evening. Our recreation is varied, I am 
sure this is to be a great experience for me and

I believe that Ill like this place 
pretty well, The field is located about 36 miles 
east of Phoenix so I do anticipate spending most 
of my time right here on the field,

This time my greetings come from somewhere 
in North Africa. Just where my next one will 
be from, | don’t know. A few days ago a group 
of us here were allowed to visit town. We had 
quite the time trying to converse with people 
who spoke a forcign language, however, after 
purchasing a dictionary which translated Eng- 
lish to French we met with better success, ‘The 
streets run every which way and eventually lead 
to the same place, providing one doesn't become 
lust while wandering about, 

As for the living conditions here they are very 
similar to the ones I found while in Juarez, 
Mexico, In fact, 'd say they were worse to a 
certain degree. I know all of us have seen 
patched clothing but never did I believe people 
would put patch over patch till the whole gar- 
ment was one mass of patches, It's a sight to see 
and certainly reminds me of one who is dressed 
for a Hallowe'en party, dirt and all.

I have been overseas four months now and 
have seen many interesting places. [ wish it was 
possible for me to tell you about them, but 
practically everything over here is a military 
secret, The mail service coming over here has 
been very slow, I just received the service men's 
Prayer Book, which you sent me and I know I 
will find it very helpful. . 

I have been assigned to headquarters and like 
the work I’m doing. We all take our turn at the 
details like K, P. and taking care of our camp, 
1 have thought of the Nika Class many times and 
would like to be remembered to them. _

L send you my greetings from Miami Beach. 1 
don't know how long | will be here, as I have 
completed my basic training. Our Flight Leader 
informed us that we would probably be shipped 
from here by next Sunday, | have been receiv- 
ing the Salem Outlook and find it very interest- 
ing, especially the section devoted to the Sol- 
dier’s Mail, I find everything very interesting, 
as it is grand to receive all types of mail from 
the home town, 

The life in the Army Air Forces is a great 
change from normal civilian life. We rise at 
4:50 A. M., fall in ranks for roll call and then to 
chow. After chow we have to clean our room. 
Then at 7 o'clock we fall in ranks to proceed to 
the Drill Field for drill and physical training. 
We then march back to the hotel for chow and 
fall in ranks again at 1 o'clock and march back 
to the field for the same routine. We usually 
get back to the hotel around 5 o'clock and go to 
chow. After that we are at liberty until 10 
o'clock, but the hghts have to be out at 9 o'clock. 

The Air Force likes to keep a person busy. 
They don’t like to see anyone at case. They sure 
ean find a lot of details for everybody. Since 
we have been down here our Flight has had 
K. P, 9 times, Guard Duty 8 times and Beach 
Patrol 3 times. There were a lot of other details 
also too numerous to mention. In fact I just 
finished a 36 hour Beach Patrol, that was from 
Friday at 8 A.M. until Saturday at 6 P.M. I 
had approximately 2 hours sleep Friday. 

As a matter of fact I believe the Air Force life 
is agreeing with me. I am in excellent condition 
and have been putting on some weight. | don’t 
know what does it but this land of sunshine is 
sure grand, 

I find the Prayer Booka very fine book to have. 
As a person cannot get to church every Sunday, 
because of a detail, all one can do is to read the 
Prayer Book when on detail as well as nights. 
1 know I sure miss your inspiring sermons on 
Sunday. I am looking forward to coming back 
and seeing all my friends at Salem, 

Well, from the land of sunshine and palm 
trees I will close for the time being and will 
write in case I am shipped to another base or 
technical school, Milton J. Klick.

Greetings from North Africa! 


May I thank you so much for your very grand 
Christmas letter to us all who are in the service 
of our country, It just made me feel as a mem- 
ber of a very wonderful family. There are just 
too many things for me to thank you all for at 
one time graciously, As you undoubtedly know 
that during the past few weeks I have received 
a great deal of old mail due to my unusual ex- 
periences. In fact the other day I received a 
letter dated October 2ist here, I appreciate to 
no end the Salem Outlook which so far I have 
received quite regularly, My latest issue is dated 
February 4th and it made me feel as if I were 
at home reading the most recent happenings of 
my church, Your beautiful Christmas letter of 
December 15th and the enclosed money order 
was a most pleasant surprise and delight. Thank 
you all a million times for thinking of me in 
this far off land. 


Christmas was a very different one than I had 
anticipated. We had a very simple but a very 
beautiful Christmas sermon on the last Sunday 
prior to Christmas, The day was just perfect, 
sunny and warm and the Mediterranean Sea was 
a beautiful shade of blue. On Christmas Day, 
the American officers accepted us as we were 
and gave us a grand turkey dinner with pie a la 
mode. It was a wonderful reception for us in 
this country. I had attended church regularly 
in England, The services were quite different 
from ours at home, but they were inspiring and 
helpful to us all, The English Church here is 
small but very beautiful. 


I returned to work three weeks ago after hay- 
ing my operation. My appendix decided to have 
a holiday. The work is difficult but most inter- 
esting and gratifying. The boys do so appreciate 
the few little things that we can do for them. 
They all think it just grand to see and hear an 
American girl, One of the boys had not had a 
bath or shower in three months, so that he was 
quite reticent about haying me give him a bath 
because he was so dirty. After the procedure he 
decided to take me to the front when he returned 
so that he could have his back washed and 
rubbed. With no soap and water I would be no 
better off than he, All of the boys are good to 
us, They go into the garden and pick a flower 
or two for our work desk in the hospital. A 
most kindly thought and gesture. 


The country is very beautiful and quaint. Dur- 
ing our shopping tour, it is fun to try to make 
the shop keepers understand what we desire be- 
cause of our poor knowledge of the French lan- 
guage, but then we all have too often heard the 
English language abused that it is about time 
that another language is also abused, We really 
do not feel too badly about it. Everyone is just 
grand to us all but we still are eagerly looking 
forward to our return home and to the return of 
the light to this darkened world, Thank you all 
again for everything. God bless you and do keep 
up your wonderful piece of work by writing to 
us and sending us the Outlook, It is a wonder- 
ful “Keeper Upper’ of our morale, Please re- 
member me to all of the Salem members and 
especially to your dear wife and the Nussmann 
family.

No we are not bothered by any rationing. We 
have plenty of butter and everything else to eat. 
This noon we had roast pork, dressing, candied 
sweet potatoes, spinach, string beans, lettuce 
and tomato salad, sweet pickles, soup, lemon pie, 
bread, butter and coffee or lemonade. Almost 
all our meals are like that so you can see we are 
not bothered about rationing, Guess we need 
plenty of food to keep going because we get up 
at 4:30 in the morning and never get back to 
our beds until 6:30 in the evening. If you saw a 
picture of men getting a bomber ready you saw 
them do just what we have to do every day, It 
really is fun to get the ships ready for the men 
who fly them, You have to be very careful be- 
cause everything must be just so. One little 
thing wrong can cause every man on the ship 
to lose his life. Seems good when they come 
back from their flight and compliment you for 
having a good ship, Makes your trouble seem 
worth while. 


The cadets are sure taking advantage of a 
swell night to fly in. All we can hear is planes 
overhead. They have to put in a certain number 
of hours of night flying before they graduate. 
Must be a couple of hundred planes in the air. 
The sky looks like a lighted Christmas tree with 
all the red, white and blue lights shining from 
the planes. We have a mountain about 20 miles 
from here that is all white on top from snow. 
It has been that way as long as we have been 
here although we haven't seen any snow our- 
selves. While flying yesterday we flew over it. 
That sure was a nice sight to see. In the valley 
below we saw a swimming pool with a lot of 
people in swimming. Then we flew to Carlsbad. 
You probably heard of the Carlsbad Caverns. 
They are famous all over the country, The pilot 
swooped down real low and we got a good 
glimpse of the entrance to the caverns. This 
flying sure has its good points, Sure will hate to 
leave here and will miss it.

AN IMPORTANT MESSAGE 
FROM DR. FREUND 


Dear Brother Schroeder: 


This week I received a call from the U. S, Naval 
Reserve to serve in the medical division as a 
lieutenant commander. In this present emer- 
gency the need for doctors is so great, that I 
could think of no valid reason for not accepting. 
I am thinking of the many boys out of Salem 
Church and from our whole Evangelical and 
Reformed Church who are giving their all for 
their country and I am sure it is a great comfort 
to their parents to be able to feel that they 
enjoy adequate medical attention. In order to 
help make this possible and in order to fulfill my 
duty to my country in these trying times, I have 
answered this call. My term of service in this 
capacity will be for the duration of the war plus 
six months. God grant that this conflict may 
not be long! 


It is our intention and our hope to be able to 
return to the foreign field after the war, and we 
should count it a great honor to continue as your 
missionaries. I have therefore not resigned from 
the mission, but have asked only for a leave of 
absence. We sincerely hope that you and our 
good friends of Salem will grant us this same 
leave, because our hearts are still in India and 
the work there, in spite of this present emer- 
gency. May we, therefore, respectfully ask for 
a leave of absence for the duration? We hope 
it will be not longer than a year or two until 
peace will again come to all nations, and we be 
permitted to return to the work we love. 


Mrs. Freund, in the meantime, will continue 
accepting speaking engagements for missions 
whenever she is able to get away, and hopes that 
she will be permitted to come for the second 
Sunday in July as we had planned. 


I cherish the memory of very, very happy 
times in Rochester, which will give me courage 
and inspiration in my new tasks. I should be 
proud to have you add a star for me to your list 
of service men. 


I shall leave for active duty on April 15th and 
should appreciate very much a word from the 
Church Board regarding my future status as 
soon as possible.

BASKETBALL—1942-43 SEASON 


During the season just completed Salem 
Church has succeeded in reaching approximately 
fifty young men in this field of church recrea- 
tion. We also provided a program for about 25 
girls, The basketball program was held with a 
view towards developing better health and char- 
acter among the young people along with the 
aim of furnishing church directed recreation for 
all interested, 


Basketball was set up in the following age 
groups so that all concerned would have a fair 
opportunity of development in their own par- 
ticular age class: 


Salem Frosh: Boys 12-15 years old. Some used 
as substitutes for J-Vees and carried for experi- 
ence with J-Vee Squad. 


Junior Varsity: Known as Salem J-Vees. Some 
used as substitutes for Varsity and carried for 
experience, Age 15-18. 


Varsity: All young men over 18 years old, Not 
allowed to participate with J-Vees. 


Girls: All age girls handled in one group. 
Program for Season and Explanation of Each 


Group: 

Frosh: Played a great deal of intramural ball. 
Competed against nine outside teams, won seven 
and lost two games, 

Girls: Did not begin until middle of February, 
1943. Were instructed in fundamentals of basket- 
ball and played several intramural games. Had 
no outside games as they had not developed to 
the proper stage for outside competition, Pros- 
pects look good for a fine girls’ team next season. 

J-Vees: Participated in Maplewood YMCA 
Church League and met best in area in what 
might be called independent semi-pro teams. 
Played many older group teams. Won 26 games 
lost 8. Total 36 games played. Won YMCA 
Church League championship, Were invited to 
play in Western New York Youth Tournament. 
Lost out to superior team in first round. Most 
teams had older age groups. 

Lost total of two men during season, one to 
army and one to Navy. Both very capable play- 
ers, No doubt their loss hurt standing of team 
in youth tournament, 

If Army does not cut too deeply into squad 
should have excellent team next season. 


Varsity: Had very poor season but despite 
this had a good team, Won six, lost eleven 
games, 


Reasons for Poor Showing: Were not able to 
have more than three men playing any game 
from the previous game, Team did not have 
opportunity to learn to play together, Many 
had to work late evenings on war jobs while 
others had their main basketball interest cen- 
tered on Industrial League teams, we were only 
secondary, 

A very difficult season was made easier by the 
yery able management and aid of Edward 
Zuhlke.

I am writing this note in acknowledgment of 
the most welcome card and thanking you also 
for the gift of money, which is something a 
soldier can always use, I just want to give some 
idea of our daily routine, during our basic train- 
ing out here on the desert. It sure is a lot 
tougher out here than it is back east, what with 
the terrific desert heat which they say hovers 
around 120° and 130° in the shade, and there 
isn’t any shade, It all depends what our daily 
schedule is, on what time we arise, it most usu- 
ally is about 5:30 A.M. for reveille and then 
comes the well known Army chow and the polic- 
ing up of the entire camp area, When that is all 
finished we have one hour of dismounted drill 
and we finish up the morning either with a class 
on the nomenclature of different fire arms or on 
some other army class of military discipline and 
courtesy. In the afternoon we usually fire the 
different guns and our day is usually over by 
5:00 P.M, except when we are on guard duty. 
Right now we are learning to fire the 45 cal, 
sub-machine gun, Wishing each and every one 
a “Happy Easter.” William T. Frank.

The course I am taking is the pre-flight course 
for aviation cadets. I expect to be here about 
five months at which time I will probably be 
shipped to Nashville, Tenn. for classification, In 
Nashville we take all sorts of physical and mental 
tests and are classified as navigators, bomb- 
bardiers, or pilots. Then it’s off to flight school 
for 30 weeks at the end of which is a gold bar 
with a commission if you are lucky enough to 
get there, 

There are 200 of us here now, 100 upper class- 
men and 100 lower classmen. As you probably 
know the uppers have the driver's seat for one 
month during which time we are compelled to 
do. anything within reason they say. I don't 
mind telling you some fellows can be pretty 
miserable, but it teaches you discipline and 
makes a better soldier of you. My hazing period 
ends Friday and I can't say I am sorry, I just 
feel sorry for the new boys coming in because it 
will be 160 to 40 which is just plain murder, 

I want to thank you and the church for your 
swell Easter gift and [ want you to know that I 
appreciate it from the bottom of my heart. It 
makes one feel good to know that you are re- 
membered by all the people back home, and 
especially the incomparable people of Salem 
Church, T want to thank you again and the 
people of Salem and I hope [ and the rest of us 
boys in the service can be home soon to enjoy 
our hours of worship in Salem instead of in 
another city or on a battlefield. Give my regards 
to the folks back at Salem.
